WEEKLY REVIEW 


Little Business Transacted on the Baltimore Market—Future 
Selling Is Slow to Begin—Buyers Are Trying to Load Up 
But Goods Are Not Being Offered. 


“Now that you have it, what you going to do with it?” 

The canners have permission ‘o sell futures of the 1918 
packing, which permission the market has been clamoring for 
some time. The ruling has been out for ten days, but up 
to this writing no appreciable activity is noticeable in the 
future selling departments of canners or brokers. ‘‘There 
ain’t no sech department” as far as we can learn. 

The statistics on the tomato pack of the 1917 season were 
mailed last week by the National Canners Association and the 
figures given, about fifteen million cases in round numbers, 
has proven a disappointment to some and a surprise to oth- 
ers. Most everybody interested thought the pack would 
exceed this figure, and it seems that the jobbers expected the 
report would announce the pack to have been about eighteen 
millions. At least they are making efforts to cover up in a 
manner that indicates some disappointment. 

The Canning Trade’s estimate of about sixteen million 
cases was probably the closest guess made during the guessing 
season; it was approximately half a million cases out of the 
way. 

The Food Administration is sending out information for 
canners in a lively manner just about now and some items 
of interest to those willing to sell futures will be found in this 
issue. While permission has been granted to sell futures, 
the price must be within the limit of a reasonable profit based 
on your actual costs. Goods sold at an exhorbitant profit 
might result in a procedure that will eliminate all the profit 
on the whole of your pack. Play safe when you offer goods, 
making a living wage and a profit, but don’t try to corner the 
gold supply. 

We are publishing in this issue a brief- report of the 
big Boston Convention held last week, and this may have 
some information for you in regard to selling futures, and 
for other reasons. But in our issue of the 25th we will give a 
real report of the Convention and it is very probable that the 
questions threshed out there by the leading canners of the 
country and with the food men of the Government will enable 
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our readers to go ahead with a degree of confidence that 
would not be possible without reading that report. 

Early reports from Boston during the past week indicated 
that the packers are getting into line on the “tender” propo- 
sion and are daily becoming more inclined to offer their goods 
to the Army and to the Navy, as requested. It begins to look 
like the Army and the Navy are the two best buyers right 
now, the best pay, the least likely to growl or reject goods. 
About the only thing to be feared is that your price will be 
changed or corrected and while we all dislike having anything 
reduced in price, which we are selling, still there is an as- 
surance that the Government will not reduce the price to a 
point. which does not return a profit. That is much to be 
preferred to having a shipment of goods rejected entirely, 
then peddling it around at heavy expense, and possiby resell 
at a much lower price in order to save storage or demurrage 
charges. 

Those canners who have had their business on a business 
basis prior to the war and have always known their costs 
and their net profits may not gain a great deal by this ex- 
perience in selling the Government, but it is very probable 
that the knowledge we are gaining now will do the industry 
more good than harm and we look for a much improved 
canning industry when the effect of the war has become his- 
tory. There are hundreds of canners in the business who are 
just beginning to realize that they have never before worked 
on a business basis and nothing this side of a miracle except 
the war conditions could have made them see it. To them the 
war is a blessing. 

The tomato market this week is stronger as regards 
price but business is at a standstill. There is no trading to 
speak of; a sale here or there of small proportions only. 
Buyers are inclined to purchase but the canners either have 
nothing to offer or are unwilling to sell. The interest in fu- 
ture tomatoes is almost negligible. Practically no sales have 
been made and canners decline to discuss contracts. 

String beans are strong and in some demand for the No. 
2 size can but the market is bare of them. 

Peas are strong and the No. 1 size can has been about 
cleaned up; there are none now being offered. 

Maine style corn has advanced slightly on this market 
and the other grades are very firm. 

No. 3 sweet potatoes have also advanced slightly although 
the sales have not been numerous. 

‘Fruits are in pretty good demand and peaches and pears 
have taken on a firmer tone, with an advance in price 
here and there. All advances, however, are necessarily small 
as it is not permitted to secure anything above a certain margin 
of profit and the advances really only cover the cost of carry- 
ing the goods. Buyers are anxious to get the goods, not so 
much that they fear advances in price but because each one 
is shy of stock and wants to replenish before the supply is 
gobbled up by some other buyer. There is a scarcity of prac- 
tically all canned articles and the recent publication of the 
statistics on tomatoes has resulted in a stronger effort on 
the part of jobbers to fill their wants in this and all other lines. 


NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


Mr. D. J. Harris Retires.—We are in receipt of an an- 
nouncement from the Worcester Salt Company, announcing the 
retirement of their former sales representative in the Phila- 
delphia territory, Mr. D. J. Harris. In his stead has been ap- 
pointed Mr. Herman Fierstein, with offices at the same place 
as occupied by the Worcester Salt Company, at Philadelphia. 
Mr. Fierstein will look after the interests and wants of can- 
ners in his territory as well as the general line. 

Brokers May Sell Futures.—The National Canned Food 
and Dried Fruit Brokers Association has mailed the following 
notice to its members, under date of February 7th: 


We have the following telegram signed by the Food 
Administration: 

“S. A. P. Contracts and other Contracts may now be 
made for canned foods of pack of the year nineteen 
eighteen. Canners are to be required to make frequent 
reports of sales made and the prices at which they sell 
are to be subject to revision by the Food Administration 
in case they represent more than a reasonable advance 
over the average cost of the season’s pack of each can- 
ner, all under clear provision of statute itself passed 
August 10th last.’ 


Indiana Meeting February 2ist.—The Indiana Canners

Good Crowd and Exhibit at Boston.—We have news from 
the Boston Convention stating that the attendance is very 
good, interest in meetings is above the average and that the 
display of machinery and supplies is much better than any 
had expected to find. A complete report of the Convention 
will begin in our issue of the 25th, and will be given in the 
manner originated by The Canning Trade and which has the 
approval of all with whom we have spoken. It will be thor- 
oughly reported in the 25th, and the following issues will give 


in detail each day’s work, from Monday to the end of the 
week. 


One Speech Missed at Boston.—Mr. James Moore, of the 
Burt Olney Canning Company, Oneida, New York, was 
scheduled in the programme to deliver an address on “Our 
Government and Our Industry,” but Mr. Moore was taken ill 
just previous to the Convention and has been unable to attend. 
We understand he is not seriously ill, but even a slight illness 
will be regretted by those who anticipated hearing him talk 
at the Wednesday morning session. 


FRANCE TO SUPPLY CANNED FOODS. 


An agreement has been concluded between the French and 
American Governments by which the canned fruit and vege- 
tables required by the American Expeditionary forces will be 
supplied by France, says a recent report. 


This action was taken after a joint investigation by ex- 
perts of the United States Army Purchasing Board and 
French authorities, showed that the normal fruit and vege- 
table crop in France was sufficient to supply both armies as 
well as all domestic needs. 


The Americans will be required only to import sugar for 
preserving the fruit and tinplate for the manufacture of cans. 
These materials will be sold to the French Government which 
will apportion them among private manufacturers. 


The American Purchasing Board expects that by purchas- 
ing canned goods in France there will be a saving of 70 per 
cent on the tonnage required for canned goods. The monthly 
canned food requirements for 25,000 men is estimated at 350 
tons. Fifty tons of this represents sugar and tinplate, which 
will be imported, thus saving 300 tons of shipping space. For 
an army of 500,000 men, the saving would amount to 6,000 
tons monthly. Products for canning will be purchased at rea- 
sonable prices to be fixed by the French Government. 


The quantity of canned tomatoes consumed by the Amer- 
ican soldiers greatly exceeds the proportionate amount used 
by the other Allied armies and the French civilian population. 


It may be necessary, therefore, to import some tomatoes from 
Italy.

General Market is Quiet and Uninteresting—Stocks of Toma- 
toes Are Scarce, and Buyers Anxious—Corn Acreage Hard 
to Get—Peas and String Beans in Strong Hands—_ 
Pertinent Comment on Other Canned Articles.

New York, February 15, 1918. 

The Market.—Most of the larger operators have been 
away at the Convention this week and perhaps business has 
dragged somewhat in consequence. At any rate, trade has 
not been especially active. While it is possible to offer futures 
few have done so, preferring to wait until after the Conven- 
tion gives some hint of what otherwise to do. Whether this 
is exactly what the Government intended when it asked for 
offers may not be definitely understood, but the inference is 
that it wanted each canner to offer his goods at prices based 
on his own costs of producing, not upon prices which are 
suggested by some one else who may have totally different 
conditions to meet in production costs. Obviously in some 
instances, if this plan were followed one would ask too much 
and the other not enough. That is the reason why the Gov- 
ernment wants each canner to make his own price. Even 
though actual business is down to a minimum, it is a fact that 
the available quantity of any variety is probably smaller than 
it has been in years at this season, if, indeed, it was ever as 
low as it is now in some varieties. Light offerings of all the 
leading varieties are the rule rather than the exception and 
most holders are cautious in their operations. They appear 
to hesitate when asked to name figures upon what they have, 
though the reason for this is not quite so clear. Whatever 
it is it operates to effectually stop business and the situation 
promises no immediate improvement. Indeed, if leading oper- 
ators can be believed the prospect of a reduction in business 
in some lines is brighter than the possibility of increased 
sales. Conditions are favorable for holders, perhaps, so much 
so that they feel quite content to allow their stocks to remain 
as they are, awaiting the outcome of such changes as may be 
noted in the near future. But for the moment business is 
quiet and demand is at the lowest ebb in months. Some be- 
lieve the stimulus of the Convention and the information ob- 
tained there will set things moving again, while others are 
not so confident and fear that business is destined to be quiet 
indefinitely. 

Tomatoes.—One of the features of the business is the 
small stock of tomatoes available. Southern canners are mak- 
ing almost no offers, and while few New York operators are 
buying freely they could probably absorb more than are now 
offered. It is said, too, that buyers from all other localities are 
missing no opportunities to add to their holdings. They are 
glad to get whatever is offered and pay the price without mur- 
rmauring. It may be that New York buyers will come to them- 


selves by and by and discover that nothing is left worth while. 
No. 3 Marylands are held at $2.00 for full standards, yet a 
few can be picked up at $1.95 here and there. For No. 2s 
the quotation is $1.35, and nothing has been sold below this, 
it is said. No. 10s vary from $7.25 to $7.50, with offerings 
at the inside price very small. Not many are paying the out- 
side figure either, a fact which perhaps has something to do 
with the dullness of trade. Sellers object to the inside figure; 
buyers object to the outside figure. The result is a deadlock. 
Nothing is definitely known yet about acreage for next sea- 
son, but it is apparent that canners will have to operate pretty 
freely to fill the demand since the large pack of last year is 
practically all absorbed and it is a long time to the next 
canning season. Californias remain quiet, with $1.70 asked 
for No. 2%s and $5.75@6.00 for No. 10s. No offerings are 
made on the spot at the moment in any size. Older members 
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of the trade are at a loss for an explanation of the disap- 
pearance of the liberal pack of last year. It is quite apparent 
however that they are gon and few are able to say where. The 
market will be bare until new pack is ready fer distribution. 

Corn.—All packs are offered sparingly. From the Wes, 
come very few offers of any size, but most of them are below 
ear lots and $1.60 here is the figure generally quoted. For 
New York standards the price remains unchanged at $2.10 
with almost nothing coming forward. Maine style Southern 
pack is quoted at $1.80 for standards and $1.90 for fancy, 
with very little of either available. Maine fancy is held at 
$2.30, and nothing can be coaxed out of holders even at that 
figure. The situation in acreage of new crop is not yet cer- 
tainly known, but few are optimistic about it. The outloox 
is not altogether promising. What will be done no one can say, 
but they do say the situation doesn’t promise much improve- 
ment, as compared with last year, at present. And they hardly 
believe it will improve in the future. Growers prefer to under- 
take some other crop that promises better returns, it is said 
in some quarters, and canners may have to make special 
offers to obtain acreage. . 

Peas.—No business was reported during the week. For 
that reason prices are little more than nominal and holders 
fear to make propositions until they can determine the trend 
of movement. Nearly all supplies available are firmly held 
and while concessions are not easy to obtain on small lots, it is 
possible that a firm offer for a considerable quantity would 
bring out goods. _ ..estern stock is held steadily at former fig- 


ures, while Eastern and Southern pack are too quiet to make 
a market. 


String Beans.—Sales are light and all available stock is 
held with confidence. Improvement in movement’is light in 
all directions and all buyers are awaiting a change in condi- 
tions which will develop concessions before they place orders. 
The outlook favors holders now, but unless business opens up a 
little later reductions are said to be possible. The quantity 
now available is unknown, but is believed to be sufficient for 
all purposes until the new crop is ready to put into cans. 

Asparagus.—Sales are not active, and while holders are 
not particularly anxious to dispose of their stocks without ob- 
taining full price the situation indicates that they would 
accept orders at perhaps a slight concession from quotations 
in some grades and sizes. They would like to see something 
doing and while the outlook now is not especially encouraging 
for such movement the prospect of better business in the future 
is good. 

Pumpkin.—A little is doing in this article, but it is mostly 
in small lots and apparently for immediate use. Maryland No. 
3 is held at $1.40 and No. 10s are quoted firm at $4.25. 

Fruits.—The market is nominal in all varieties. No offer- 
ings are available, but if they were buyers would speedily 
pick up everything offered. Conditions favor holders because 
of the shortage of supplies and the outlook is even more 
favorable. Some varieties are about exhausted in first hands 
and buyers are searching the market to satisfy what are really 
modest requirements. 


Apples.—New York No. 10s are firm at $5.75, while South- 
ern pack are going rather slow at $4.75. Buyers care little 
for these goods at the moment. Michigan No. 10s are firm 
r $4.75, with little movement. Maine pack are steady at 

5.00. 


Cherries.—California pack are in small supply and firmly 
held. Quotations are steady at $2.50 for No. 2%s, while 
extra standards are firm at $2.75. For extras $3.10 is the 
outside figure and extra No. 3s are firm at $3.80, with No. 8s 
firm at $11.00 for standards. The supply of each of these 
grades is small. 


Plums.—A few California plums are available at $1.45 


for No. 2% standards, and $1.80 for extra standards. No 
Eastern or Southern packers available at present. 


Peaches.—Maryland pack are steady, though movement 
is light. No. 3 pies are quoted at $1.12%, while No. 10 pies 
are firm at $3.75. No. 2 seconds white are quoted at $1.30 
and No. 2 seconds yellow at $1.35. No. 3 seconds white are 
$1.45, and No. 3 seconds yellow $1.55. No. 2 standard whites 
are $1.45, and No. 2 standard yellows are $1.55. No. 3 stand- 
ard white are held at $2.05. Not much movement is reported 
in any of these grades, 


—= 


Berries.—The situation shows no change from former re- 
ports. Conditions are favorable to holders. Buyers would take 
more stock if they could obtain it at figures which seem sat- 
isfactory to them. Supplies of all varieties are light and the 
outlook favors holders rather than buyers. 

Salmon,—Offerings for the past few days have been light, 
though demand for substantially everything that turns up is 
strong, and increasing. Arrivals are light, congestion and 
priority orders tending to delay arrivals of all freightfi and 
what comes from the Pacific Coast has to run a long gauntlet 
of delays and difficulties. Not much stock can accumulate 
at present for arrivals are distributed immediately upon prior 
orders. Whether holders will be able to accumulate any- 
thing beyond daily requirements is a question, but at present 
it looks decidedly disquieting. Red Alaska is held a shade 
firmer at $2.55, while pinks remain steady at $1.80. Chums 
are steady at $1.70 and medium reds are held at $2.40, with 
very ittle available. Prices f. 0. b. Coast shipping points are 
$2.35 for red, $2.25 for medium red, $1.60 for chums and 
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$1.60 for chums and $1.65 for pinks. Buying is at a low ebb 
because of the fact that offerings are so small that buyers 
hardly know where to look for stock. Offerings would find 
plenty of takers. 


Sardines.—Conditions are unchanged, but with the supply 
small the market is steady and prices remain at firmer levels, 
with a tendency upward if any change is noticeable. Keyless . 
quarter-oils are held at $5.60 and three-quarter keyless at 
$5.85. Quarter-oils in cartons are held at $6.60 and quarter- 
key smoked at $6.75. One-quarter mustards are firm at 
$6.00 and three-quarter keyless mustards are held at $6.00. 
Three-quarter keyless mustards in cartons are quoted at 
$5.85. Three-quarter key in cartons are firm at $6.10. 

Oysters.—Not much movement, but prices appear to be 
firmly held at quotations. Sales are chiefly in small lots, with 
business confined to present necessities. 

Crab Meat.—Movement is light, but all available supplies 
are firmly held. Japanese No. 1s are held at $19.00 a case, 
while No. %s are firm at $24.00 a case.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET 


Crops are in need of rain—Half million increase to Sunset 
Route Rates—Canners’ League names Committees— 
Female Employees Welfare—Fishermen secure 
Licenses—Other notes of interest.

San Francisco, Cal., February 15, 1918. 

Slight Rains Have Helped.—Northern California has been 
visited during the past week by a rain that was heaviest in 
the San Francisco Bay region. The precipitation for the sea- 
son at San Francisco is now about four and a half inches, or 
about one-third the normal, but in the San Joaquin Valley 
and in the southern part of the States it ranges from one- 
sixth to one-tenth the average. Crops are in a better con- 
dition than might be expected, considering the length of the 
dry spell, but much more rain is needed if the output is to 
be heavy. Practically no snow has fallen in the mountains 
and this is not only a serious matter for those who depend 
upon river water for irrigation, but also for those who pump 
from wells, since the electric companies upon which they 
depend for power expect to be compelled to close down some 
of their hydro-electric plants. 

Freight Rates Increased.—Shipments of canner fruits are 
going forward steadily, but not in the quantities desired by 
Eastern buyers. Shippers are disregarding all routing con- 
tracts, owing to the taking over of the railroads by the Gov- 
ernment, and are leaving this matter to railroad officials. 
Increased rates from California to New York over the South- 
ern Pacific Company’s Sunset Route will go into effect on March 
15th, and shippers are making every effort to get goods away 
before this date. The new rate on canned foods will be 72% 
cents a hundred pounds, instead of 50 cents, while on beans it 
will be 75 and 80 cents, as compared with 50 cents. In case 
the same amount of freight as usual is shipped over this line 
the increase in rates will amount to about $471,000 this year. 
In normal times about 31,000 tons of canned foods and about 
31,000 tons of beans are handled. Sales of canned fruits 
and vegetables are exceedingly limited, since stocks are very 
badly broken, and prices are largely nominal.

Female Employees.—The California Industrial Welfare 
Commission will hold a public meeting at San Francisco this 
month to consider amendments to the ruling made last year 


‘regarding the employment of women and minors in the can- 


neries of the State. The question of guaranteeing mini- 
mum time rate to all women now working on the piece-rate 
system will be considered. The question of increasing the 
piece rate, it is suggested, seems preferable as an incentive 
to production to abolishing the system altogether. The can- 
ning industry gave employment to about 25,000 women in 
California last year and the output of fruits and vegetables 
had an estimated valuation of $30,000,000, being the largest 
in the history of the State. 

Licenses t> Fishermen.—California fishermen are now hur- 


rying to secure Federal licenses for the taking of fish in the 


salt waters of this State, in accordance with the proclama- 
tion recently issued by President Wilson. The Food Admin- 
istration will now be able to supersede all State laws ana 
local restrictions by general regulations designed to allow in- 
creased opportunity to fishermen to extend their operations 
during the period of the war. Members of the State Fish and 
Game Commission express the opinion that the State laws will 
not be interfered with to any marked extent by the Federal 
legislation. During the past week a food conference for 
Oregon, Washington, California, Idaho and Alaska was held 
at Portland, Ore., and the new orders were given careful at- 
tention. Many salmon canners attended this meeting and 
Frank M. Warren, of Portland, who has been appointed Pacific 
Coast representative of the Food Administration to handle the 
fishing and canning industry, led a discussion into the ques- 
tion of prices and conditions of the industry. 

The following statement was issued by Food Adminis- 
trator Ayer in regard to the policy to be followed: 

“It should be known and recognized by all interested par- 
ties that the Government regards as a wasteful practice the 
establishment of new salmon canneries in locations where 
present canneries are adequate to take care of the normal 
supply of fish. Labor, material and supplies should not 
be used unless it is manifestly going to increase the output 


of a food necessity. The salmon industry is one of the most 
important food problems on the Pacific Coast, and the food

GLEANINGS FROM THE BOSTON CONVENTION 


A Brief Look-In at What Was Done at Boston—The Whole 
Story Will Be Begun Next Week. 


Our readers should understand that it is impossible for 
us to report the proceedings of the big Annual Convention at 
Boston this week, because of lack of time. The Convention 
does not terminate until after the closing hour of our last 
forms on Friday. But they will receive a very generous por- 
tion of the most interesting Convention ever held in the his- 
tory of such gatherings in our next issue;so watch for it then 
—and be patient in the knowledge that it is well worth wait- 
ing for. 

We are not going to give it to you in one large mass, too 
large for even the most hungry to possibly digest. We are 
going to make a serial story of it, spread out over three or 
four weeks—but even as such the first report, and as com- 
plete as anyone could desire. Our official reporters have 
taken every word of the more than 18 different sessions held on 
the five days of meeting. ~- 

“Crop hazard’ was heard on every tongue when the 
clans began to gather on Sunday, February 10th, and it went 
into every meeting, because cost accounting is the uppermost 
topic in every meeting. And never was there a better example 
than the Convention itself. When the wintry winds were blow- 
ing and every section was suffering from sub-zero weather, 
about everyone determined that he would not attend this year’s 
Convention. 

A few days before the opening day, all sections saw 
balmy weather suddenly succeed intensely cold weather— 
4 degrees below zero one night and 40 degrees above the 
next morning! And with this rise resolutions were recast 


and the crowd started for Boston. Sunday saw a very good 
gathering; so much so that the hotels complained that they 
were a day ahead of time. All arrivals were some hours late, 
but the procession kept up. All Sunday night, all day Mon- 
day and Tuesday until Wednesday found pretty nearly as big 
a total crowd as at any previous Convention. 

The weather in Boston, after providing a snow storm to 
receive the first delegates on Sunday, cleared up and become 
actually spring-like. 

Old Down Easters, like “Ned” Lang said we might expect 
some genuine Northeast weather about Friday, with ther- 
mometer about 12 below zero. Maybe we will—but the weath- 
er so far has been simply fine. 

The Machinery Exhibit is truly wonderful, considering 
the difficulties under which it was assembled. The Hall is 
an excellent one; large and well arranged, and filled up with 
exhibits. There are some who suffered the loss of cars, and 
some machines intended for exhibition have not arrived, but 
not many. Most exhibits came by express, and that accounts 
for their presence. 


Monday afternoon when President Burden called the open- 
ing session to order, the crowd was present, filling the im- 
mense Grand Ball Room of the Copley-Plaza Hotel. And what 
is equally noteworthy, all the distinguished representatives 
of Boston and Massachusetts were present. Mr. Henry I. 
Harriman, president of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
assumed control of the meeting, and Rev. E. A. Horton, Chap- 
lain of the Massachusetts Senate, made the invocation. 

Governor Saml. W..McCall welcomed the canners and com- 
mended them for their position in our world war; and Mayor 
A. J. Peters, of Boston, extended very warm greetings. 


Presidents Whitmarsh and McLaurin were unable to 
be present, as was also Dr. Wesley, but Mr. Burden, repre-

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senting the United States Food Administration, conveyed the 
message from the Government to the industry, forcibly and 
clearly, and no man misunderstood it. ‘ 

Monday night will go down in the history of the industry 
as memorable for the address of Judge J. Harry Covington 
—spoken of by men of vast experience as the greatest address 
of modern times—not alone in this industry, but in this whole 
country. It was a masterpiece in thought and expression; an 
explanation of the war and why we are in it; a clear setting 
forth of the duties of the canners in this war, and an excori- 
ating. of the man who fails in his duty such as was never heard 
before. He held his vast audience spellbound for nearly two 
hours, and at the end brought them to their feet to cheer and 
applaud. Judge Covington’s full address was taken down and 
we expect to give it in our issue of February 25th. 

The election of officers was held after this and Mr. Henry 
Burden, and all old officers, continued for another term. 

Tuesday morning the Tomato Section held a session of 
over four hours——brimfull of the most interesting kind of dis- 
eussions and addresses. In fact, there was so much to be done 
that “railroading” had to be resorted to in the routine mat- 
ters in order to get it all over with at nearly 2 P. M., after 
having commenced shortly after 9 A. M. 

_ W. J. Sears gave a most enlightening talk on costs, ex- 
plaining the Classified System of Costs, and informing all the 
a system covering plants with two or more lines had just 
been completed and was ready for distribution. 

Colonel Grove, of the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
Army, got very close to the canners in urging a generous sup- 
ply of all canned foods and promising much improved pay- 
ments now that these matters are better arranged and all de- 
partments ready. 

Tuesday morning the Baked Bean Section likewise met in 
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a most interesting session. In the afternoon the String Bean 
and Wax Bean Section had an overflowing session. The Brok- 
ers Association had a most enthusiastic session, as did the 
Women’s or Home Economic Session and the Syrup and Mo- 
asses Sessions. 

Ye scribe, of course, had “nothing to do till tomorrow,” 
with this ceaseless round of meetings—lasting from 9 A. M. to 
8 P. M. But Machinery Hall got some little attention. 

Wednesday morning the Pea Section got under way early, 
with a capacity crowd. At the same time the Sardine Caun- 
ners packed quite a good-sized room, and overflowed. Dr, 
Loomis, acting as secretary, guided the meeting along useful 
lines, and kept interest at a high point. 

The Machinery and Supplies Association held a well at- 
tended meeting, notable for the fact that they intend to 
make this Association as valuable to the members all during 
the year as it is at Convention time. Henceforth this Associ- 
ation intends working hand-in-glove in all matters with the 
other Associations, on the Advisory Board and in other ways. 

There has been but little time and seemingly less inclina- 
tion for enjoyment of a social nature. The Brokers held a big 
ball.and banquet Tuesday night; the Association a big dance 
and banquet Wednesday night, and of course there have been 
some special dinner parties of various sizes. But lights go 
out early and the feeling of the meeting may be gauged when - 
we tell you that the Convention began to go to bed at 10.30 
on Monday night—the bars being closed. Midnight Tuesday 
and Wednesday saw the lobbies deserted. This is a serious 
business Convention!

VIRGIN ISLANDS TO WORK IN THE UNITED STATES. 


-The Department of Labor authorizes the following: 

Louis F. Post, assistant secretary of the Department of Labor, 
in a statement, criticized the present agitation for the impor‘ation 
of Chinese and Mexican labor for railroad maintenance, agriculture 
and other unskilled work as “unnecessary and prejudicial.” All re- 
quirements for common labor, he declared, can be met by the proper 
distribution of the domestic supply and by the use of ‘American 
citizens from Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

For South and Southwest. 


Mr. Post disclosed the fact that the Department of Labor 
through the United States Employment Service, which has been 
made the national war labor mobilizing and distributing machine, 
is now arranging to bring into the country approximately 110,000 
common laborers from these two territories. Director General of 
Railroads McAdoo has asked the Federal Employment Service to 
assist in ‘supplying the roads with labor for maintenance and shop 
work, and the immedia‘te needs of several roads were turned over 
to the employment service by Assistant Director A. H. Smith. 

The United States Employment Service is now arranging with 
the railroads in the South and Southwest for the employment of 
these territorial common laborers in maintenance work and for 
their release for farm service during the press of the agricultural 
season in those egions. As soon as tonnage is available, Mr. Post 
announced, 50,000 common laborers will be transported from Por‘to 
Rico, and F. C. Roberts, special agent of the Labor Department. 
will leave for the island this week to make transportation arrange- 
men‘s. 


Mr. Post said: 

“There is absolutely no necessity for the importation of com- 
mon laborers from Mexico and China. The agitation for such ac- 
tion is prejudicial because it increases the false impression that

there is not a sufficient supply of domestic labor. 
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The war problem 
will be solved just as soon as the country as a whole realizes that 
there is no general labor shortage, and devotes all efforts to dis- 
tribution of the available supply. 

“Any aditional demands for common labor can be met by bring- 
ing in American citizens from Porto Rico and the Virgin Islands. 
Porto Rico is an agricultural territory and yet has a density of 
population that is exceeded by but three of our States, and is eight 
times greater than that of the agriculural State of Iowa. Under 
perpetuated conditions -there, a considerable surplus of workers 
exists in the island, and by the transfer of these to continental 
United States an actual benefit would be conferred upon them. 

Can Easily be Spared 

“Porto Rico easily can furnish us with 100,000 common laborers, 
and the Virgin Islands can send us 10,000 more. As soon as 
tonnage is made available, the Department of Labor, through the 
United States Employment Service, intends to bring over 50,000 
men- from Porto Rico. Mr. F. C. Roberts, special agent of the 
Labor Department, who recently completed a survey of these two 
territories as potential common labor supplying fields, will return 
to Porto Rico next week to arrange for the transportation of this 
first 50,000. 

“The United States Employment Service is now making ar- 


rangements with the railways, particularly those in the South and 
Southwest, where the climate is adaptable to the islanders, whereby 
this labor will be employed in maintenance of way during the slack 
agricultural season, and released for farmwork during the height 
of that season. Thus two seasonable needs will be met.”

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RETAILERS LOSE LICENSE. 


Three unlicensed retail grocers of Pittsburgh—M. Shapiro, B. 
Block and Sam Gelman—have had their supplies of licensed food 
commodities cut off by order of the United ‘States Food Admin- 
istrator because of making unjust and unreasonable charges in 
handling and dealing in necessaries. This order has been sent to 
all persons in Pennsylvania, Virginia and Ohio holding licenses 
under the food control act, forbidding them “in anywise to deal 
with, buy from, sell to or make any sale or agreements for the sale 
cf any licensed commodity directly or indirectly to” the parties 
concerned. 

This case presents the first instance in which it has been neces- 
sary for the Food Administration to exercise its power of indirect 
control over the retailer doing a business of less than $100,000 a 
year ‘The State Food Administrator of Pennsylvania is authorized 
at his discretion, provided these retailers comply with the rules 
cf the Food Administration, to revoke this order of the United 
States Food Administrator. 


Clear cases of profiteering in sugar have been made out against 
each of the accused. Sam Gelman appears to have been the prin- 
cipal offender. Although conduc‘ing only an ordinary retail gro- 
cery and fish business, abovt November 26th, when the sugar short- 
age was acute, he purchased over 25,000 lbs. of beet sugar at prices 
running from $7.66 to $7.86 per 100 lbs., and sold practically all of 
this sugar in wholesale quantities to manufacturers at prices far 
beyond the retail price at the time prevailing in Pittsburgh. One 
lot of 11,500 lbs. he sold at 14%c per Ib. and the rest at prices run- 
ning from 12 I-2c to 13 3-4c. per Ib. 

The trax actions of Block and Shapiro were much less ex- 
tensive. With the exception of the purchase by Sapiro on Novem- 
tensive. With the exception of the purchase by Shapiro on Novem- 
20th and 27th of a total of 6,140 Ibs. their purchases of sugar do 


not appear to have been very much in excess of what might reas- 


‘onably be the requirements of their bona-fide retail business. But 


they sold to manufacturers in wholesale quantities at exorbitant 
prices. Beet sugar for which they appear to have paid in no case 
over $7.86 per 100 lbs. they sold in wholesale quantities at 12%c 
per lb. with the exception of one sale by Block on November oh 
of 2,000 Ibs. at 15c per lb. They took from the stocks of sugar 
with which they would ordinarily have supplied their retail trade, 
in order to secure for themselves the higher price they could 
exact from the manufacturer whose needs were great. 


-Although the retail and the wholesale dealer in food commodi- 
ties doing a business of less than $100,000 a year is not licensed, 
the Food Administration can control his supply of food stuffs. 
Where deliberate evasion of the Food Control Act is shown the 
Food Administration by cutting off the dealer’s supply can effectively 


eliminate the unfair and unpa‘riotic from the competitive field of 
business. 


A CHEAP WAY TO UNDERDRAIN LAND. 


Underdrainage is such a slow, tedious job that many men hav- 
ing large areas needing drainage get discouraged before they begin. 
The thing to do is to start underdraining on just the scale that can 
be afforded, thinking nothing at all about the size of the task. And 
looking back after ten years, one will be surprised at the amount of 
underdrainage that has been accomplished by the work performed 
during the winter months, at odd times, by the regular farm force 
On our farms’ we have never paid a dollar for extra labor with 
which to further drainage work and the miles of tile and rock 
drains on our place have been eloquent testimony to the effective- 
ness of our method of working ourselves and our help on this 
drainage work during the winter. And speaking of rock drains, 
we have found a .oot deep of small stones in the bottom of a 
three-foot ditch to make a more effective underdrain in pipe clay

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land than the regular drain tile. This may be a useful hint to 
those of our readers who are burdened with an over-supply of rock 
on the land and an under-supply of coin in the pocket. Some of 
the most satisfying drains that I have ever laid are those ‘hat tap 
wet weather springs and take the water away underground in- 
stead of leaving it to work its way across a piece of naturally 
good soil, making it .non-productive of everything ‘save coarse 
valueless swamp grass. The work is done by digging a ditch from 
the natural outlet to the springy place, dig a hole at the spring the 
size of a barrel, fill this hole with small rocks to within 18 inches 
of the top of the ground and run the tile into the pile of rocks. 
The spring is never again heard from, 1 have fixed 50 or more in 
this manner at a cost of not more than a day’s work each.—A. L. 
French, in The Progressive Farmer.

Settlements for Shipments Made in 1918.—The Quarter- 
master General of the Army, and the Paymaster General of 
the Navy desire that business with their offices shall be con- 
ducted on strictly commercial lines. They feel that the Gov- 
ernment should pay its accounts just as promptly as indi- 
viduals, and, for this purpose, organizations have been per- 
fected which will handle the increased volume of accounts with 
promptness and dispatch. 


This association is authorized by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, and by the Paymaster General of the Navy, 
to say that all bills will be paid by the due dates when the same 
have been made out in accordance with the instructions fur- 
nished with each order. 


THE CANNING TRADE 


‘National Canners Association Bulletin No. 45. 


Attention is called to paragraph 16 of the Bulletin of 
January 19, 1918, issued by the Division of Co-ordination of 
Purchase of the United States Food Administration, in which 
the terms of payment covering shipments from the 1918 pack 
are set forth clearly. This paragraph reads: 


‘“Payment.—Buyers are to pay within thirty days of 
date of bill of lading showing shipment, or 1% per cent 
discount for cash will be allowed if paid within ten days 
of invoice issued on date of shipment.”’ 


Extension of Time for Tenders.—In view of the fact that 
there was serious delay in getting the blanks promptly to 
the canning industry, caused by the shortage of printing facili- 
ties and the unavoidable delays in the mails, the National 
Canners Association has asked the Division of Co-ordination 
of Purchase of the U. S. Food Administration to extend the 
time in which tenders can be made for government require- 
ments. In accordance with this request, this time has been 


extended by the Division of Co-ordination of Purchase to 
February 23, 1918. 


The commercial sale of futures, under amended Rule 2 of 
the Food Law, is permitted on and after February 1, 1918. 
However, canners must bear in mind that these sales shall be 
subject and incidental to the requirements of the Army and the 
Navy; and that, under the regulations of the Food Adminis- 
tration, canners shall not in any way, by the sale of futures, 
imperil the necessary canned food supplies: for the Army or the 
Navy. Accordingly it is earnestly recommended that each can- 
ner make his tender to the Government—before offering any 
futures to the commercial trade. 


The following rules have just been promulgated by the 
Food Administration.

THE BUSINESS OF CANNING FOOD PRODUCTS. 


From Bulletin No. 48 of the National Canners Association. 
Rule 1 is amended to read as follows: 


Rule 1.—The licensee shall not quote for future packing 
or delivery, or sell any canned peas, canned corn, canned to- 
matoes, canned salmon or canned sardines before February Ist 
of the year in which such products are to be canned; provided, 
that this rule shall not apply to sales to the Government of the 
United States. 


Rule 1a.—The licensee shall not quote for future packing 
or delivery or sell any canned peas, canned corn, canned to- 
matoes, canned salmon, or canned sardines, not manufacturea 
and on hand, unless the price fixed in the contract is subject 
to revision by the United States Food Administration if it rep- 
resents more than a reasonable advance over the average cost 
of the season’s pack of such goods. 

Rule 2 is amended to read as follows: 


Rule 2.—The licensee shall not sell for future delivery to 
parties other than the Government of the United States any 
canned peas, canned corn, or canned tomatoes, in excess of 
75 per cent of the yearly average delivery of such articles 
made by him during the five years next preceding 1918, and 
in no event shall all sales, including sales to the Government 
of the United States, exceed 100 per cent of such average 
delivery, unless otherwise permitted by the special written con- 
sent of the United States Food Administrator; such licensee 
must in all instances have under written contract at the time 
of making such sales, except sales to the Government of the 
United States, an acreage which under normal conditions would 
vield a crop sufficient for filling such future sales. 

Rule 4 is amended to read as follows: 

Rule 4.—The licensee shall sell goods manufactured and

on hand for not more than a reasonable advance over the 
average cost of the season’s pack without regard to the mar- 
ket, or replacement value at the time of such sale. 

Rule 8.—If the licensee has contracted to sell for future 
delivery any portion of his estimated pack, he shall not sell 
any such products for immediate delivery unless he shall have 
already packed, exclusive of his product so sold for immediate 
delivery, a sufficient quantity to fill all such contracts for 
future delivery. 

Rule 9.—No licensee shall hereafter use more than one 
form of contract covering the sale of licensed commodities 
for future delivery of the pack of any one season without 4 
special permit from the Food Administration. 


Rule 10.—The licensee shall, at all times, keep his fac- 
tory, machinery, utensils, and raw materials, including 
products to be canned, in a clean and sanitary condition. He 
shall so regulate his purchases and handling of raw materials 
so as to insure their delivery to the factory in a sound condi- 
tion and to avoid unnecessary waste. 

Rule 11.—The licensee shall pack all cans as full of food 
as is practicable for packing and processing without, injuring 
the quality or appearance of the contents. No liquor shall be 
added except in sufficient quantity to fill the interstices and 
cover the product. No water shall be added in canning to- 
matoes. 

General Rule 17.—The licensee shall not, except with the 
written consent of the United States Food Adminstrator, 
knowingly sell any food commodities to or buy any food com- 
modities from any person who shall, after this regulation 
goes into effect, violate the provisions of Sections 4, 6, 8 or 9, 
of the Act of Congress, approved August 10, 1917, by making 
an unreasonable rate or charge therefor, or otherwise selling, 
holding, or dealing wrongfully in or with such commodity.

SPECIAL RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING LICEN- 
SEES ENGAGED IN THE BUSINESS OF’ STORING, BUY- — 
ING, OR SELLING OR OTHERWISE HANDLING 
DRIED BEANS AND DRIED PEAS. 


Rule 3 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Rule 3.—The licensee shall not make or have outstand- 
ing at any time any contract for the sale of dried beans or 
dried peas, for shipment or delivery, more than 60 days after 
the making of said contract, or, in the case of imported dried 
beans or dried peas, more than 60 days after arrival in the 
United States, except for seed and excepting contracts with 
the Federal, State, County, or Municipal Governments, or for 
the Government of any nation at war with Germany. 

Rule 7.—The licensee shall not, without reasonable justi- 
fication, refuse to accept and unload promptly any dried beans 
or dried peas purchased by him. 

Rule 8.—The licensee shall not knowingly ship dried 
beans or dried peas which are not equal to the grade, quality 
or condition called for in the contract of sale. 


_ DON’T RIDGE UP ROWS. 


One of the main points of rational cultivation is to save mois- 
ture, but whenever a farmer practices the old-fashioned plan of 
ridging up rows, he simply goes out of his way to throw away the 
moisture his crops will surely need before harvest-time. This is 
true because in throwing up ridges, one exposes just so much more 
oil-surface to sun and wind. Says the North Carolina Experiment 
Station : 

“When rows of corn or cotton are planted 40 inches 
apart and are ridged to a height of 8 inches, which is not 
uncommon in some sections, thus leaving the sides of the 
ridges exposed to the sun, the surface exposed for evapora- 
tion is increased at least 33 I-3 per cent.”

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NO PULLETS OR LAYING HENS TO BE KILLED. 


The United States Food Administration announced today, 
February 11, that it has forbidden licensed trading in live or 
freshly killed hens and pullets. Licensed dealers have been 
notified that fresh stock of this kind already purchased must 
be disposed of by February 23, and that additional stocks 
may not be purchased. They may still handle stored or frozen 
stocks. 

By restricting the killing of chickens which should soon 
be heavy layers, the Food Administration hopes to increase the 
production of eggs, adding to the available market supply 
and at the same time allowing them to go into storage during 
the season of high production at a price which will not neces- 
sitate unreasonable figures for storage eggs next fall and 
winter. Further slaughter would possibly reduce this year’s 
production to the danger line. ; 

Increased cost of feeding, combined with present attractive 
market prices, has influenced many poultry raisers to dispose 
of birds which should add to the spring and summer egg pro- 
If the slaughter should continue at the rate which 
has ruled in recent months, there would be a very real short- 
age of eggs this spring, with correspondingly high prices paid 
for those placed in storage. 

Both the Food Administration and the Department of 
Agriculture have advised saving all hens and pullets for egg 
production. The Food Administration same time ago request- 
ed dealers to reduce the slaughter of possible egg producers, 
urging them to procure wherever possible cocks and cockerels. 
It has now taken a further step and placed the full power 
of its authority behind a definite prohibition. Failure to ob- 
serve this ruling would constitute a violation of the Food 
Control Act. It would be followed by revocation of license 


or could be punished by a fine of not more than $5,000, by 
imprisonment for not more than two years or by all three.

Baltimore, Md., February 16, 1918. 

The customary let-up in the buying of canned foods dur- 
ing Convention time was not in evidence this week. Orders 
for almost every item on the list came in freely with press- 
ing instructions for quick shipment, if possible. It is a cer- 
tain fact that stocks are lightly held, and the steady drain 
on them since last packing season is placing the range of 
vision quite within the end of the pile. It is a man’s job to 
take care of assorted carload orders promptly, these days, 
because it seldom happens that a canner has more than one 
item needed to complete the usual eight or ten articles ordered 


in an assorted carload. It is not unusual to learn that items 
available yesterday are but a memory today. Pick up any 
good trades offered because all indications point toward a 
higher range of prices, if the present conditions of buying 
and selling continue. 

Tomatoes still lead the procession. Orders for them come 
in the regular way, the same as during the past three or 
four months, and all sizes were bought with equal freedom. 
The buyers take the 60,000 pound weight as freely as they 
did the 36,000 pound minimum carload and this is a splendid 
token that supreme confidence has control. The future is not 
worrying the buyers of tomatoes, apparently. Buy them now 
to cover your actual needs. You will have no regrets. 

Sweet potatoes surprised their best friends again this 
week. They advanced 15c doz. and to all appearances the 
end is not yet. They are going into consumption through an 
entirely new channel, which has been the biggest outlet ever 
known tothe present time. The history of big buying of pota- 
toes will date from 1917-18, also. 

Spinach has not been neglected. No. 10 tins are sold 
out, which leaves only No. 2 and No. 3 tins to draw from. 
The buyers of spinach will do well to have their stocks in 
good shape, sufficient to keep their shelves in order until 
the middle of next May or perhaps June Ist. 
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String beans and stringless beans are reduced to few 
holders. A minimum carload would most likely clean up all 
there are available here. Sauer Kraut is more plentiful and 
the demand for it is excellent. Peas were bought in the usual 
manner for this season of the year, and prices advanced again. 

Corn has moved up a peg under an unusual demand which 
continued right up to the close of business this week. It is a 
good purchase at today’s prices and we are quite sure it will 
prove to be good property to have on hand between this and 
next canning season, 

Pears had their innings this week, especially the heavy 
syruped grade. Pie peaches were active and apples were 
bought quite freely. All three of these items look attractive 
at today’s quotations because they are surely on their way to 
a higher level of prices. 

Small fruits, all kinds, are practically sold out. Only 
a few blackberries remain to keep the list from being sold 
out entirely. 

Cove oysters continue firm in good demand. The prospects 
for packing them are slightly improved at the moment, but 
it all depends on how soon the ice moves out of the rivers

FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS 
By Traffic Bureau 
THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE 
G. Stewart Henderson, Chief Clerk 


As a war emergency and with a view to according every 
reasonable assistance to the shipping public in securing trans- 
portation of urgent requirements at times of embargoes, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company has instituted the following 
procedure to be observed: 


In observance of the procedure it is necessary that the 
consignee (not shipper) shall make application for permit as 
follows: 


(a) To Embargo Bureau, Room 463, Broad Street 
Station, Philadelphia, Pa., when for movement over more 
than one Grand Division; also for shipments originating 
on foreign roads when for delivery on the Pennsylvania 
Lines East of Pittsburgh, permits for the latter to be 
transmitted to proper officer of Foreign Road. 

(b) To General Superintendent, Division Freight 
Agent concurring, when for movement between points on 
one Grand Division. 


(c) To Superintendent, when for movement between 
points on one division. 

(d) To Joint Embargo Bureau, Room 1014 Penn- 
sylvania Station, Pittsburgh, Pa., when for movement 
a points on the Lines East and West of Pitts- 

urgh. 
. — foregoing does not apply in connection with export 
raffic. 

Shipping permit will be issued to the consignee by the 
respective officers above named. Consignee will send permit 
to the shipper, which permit must be surrendered by the 
shipper to the agent at point of origin with bill of lading 
and shipping order. 

Agents at points of origin will not accept freight in excess 
of quantity covered by permits and shipments will not be 
accepted after expiration of permit time limit. 

To keep transportation lines and terminals open for the 
use of the general public, it is imperatively necessary to co- 
ordinate to the fullest possible extent the rail movement with 
each consignee’s requirements and ability to promptly take 
delivery upon. arrival at destination. Delinquent consignees 
cannot expect favorable consideration of applications for ship- 
ping permits if and when they have excess quantities on hand. 

All the foregoing is intended to reduce accumulation and 
create greater efficiency, and it is confidently hoped that the 
shipping and receiving public will co-ordinate to this end.

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DO YOU CAN THE PINTO BEAN? 


One situation constantly recurs in food administration, 
about like this: : 

A satisfactory substitute food like the Western pinto bean 
is found in good supply. It not only furnishes protein, eco- 
nomizing meat, but is perhaps decidedly cheaper than other 
foods in its own class. Price differential is due to some such 
factor as popular prejudice against color, or lack of familiar- 
ity among consumers, or inadequate distribution in the trade. 

The Food Administration, with the co-operation of the 
_ press and the war-time spirit of the public, is able to divert 
consumption to such products quickly and nationally. 

But there always enters in the danger of thereby increas- 
ing prices to the public. The Western pinto bean, at the be- 
ginning of this year, was in the hands of dry-land farmers 
in the West and Southwest, who had planted 500 per cent 
greater acreage last year than in 1916, and harvested a crop 
400 per cent greater. Having responded to the Nation’s call 
for foods, they found themselves with an estimated 3,000 cars 
of pinto beans, salable with difficulty at about 6 cents a pound, 
which they claim does not allow a profit on the averagecost of 
production. 

To help them move their beans and encourage further 
planting this year; the Food Administration has set afoot 
organization and publicity work which will introduce these 
beans all over the country. On a basis of 8 cents a pound 


to the grower, which will be satisfactory to him, it is possible 
to retail these beans at 2 pounds for 25 cents. White navy 
beans now retail for 20 cents a pound. Several canners have 
begun packing the pinto beans, and a tin containing 1 pound 
4 ounces net cooked pinto beans retails for 15 cents, as against 
25 cents for the equivalent in navy beans. 


The pinto bean has been tested, and is equal in food 
value and flavor to the navy bean, only its mottled brown 
coat before cooking causing price discrimination. To stimu- 
lete production and consumption by fair prices to both grower 
and consumer, without causing an artificial price rise, is the 
problem—a problem that will be with us on every food com- 
modity during the war, and perhaps for several years after 
peace is declared, while the world’s food balance is being 
restored. 


There is a certain power of control in the Food Admin- 
istration license system. 

There is more power in a thorough understanding be- 
tween producer, distributor, and consumer. 

This may be illustrated by what has been done in plan- 
ning for the popularization of the pinto bean. Having ascer- 


tained that growers could make a profit at 8 cents a pound, 


and that this bean would yield a distributing profit and save 
consumers money at 2 pounds for a quarter retail, the ground 
work of a price standard was laid down. Pinto beans should 
always be appreciably cheaper to the consumer than white 
beans, because they do not require the expenisve hand picking 
necessary for the latter. 

With such a standard plan plus publicity, the pinto bean 
should quickly find its market. 

If prices rise beyond reason, two general causes may be 
investigated, both local: First, overcharges can be traced to 
trade manipulation; second, they may be due to local scarcity 
through some defect in transportation or distribution. 

When such local overcharges are found, the problem 
must be left largely to local Food Administrators and con- 
sumers. The administrator can protect his public by dealing 
with profiteers, and remedying transportation troubles if pos- 
sible, while the public can always protect itself through some 
method of quickly publishing market information, switching 
eet to other food artiiles until the prire balance is re- 

ored. 

Our war time food problem includes many difficult fac- 
tors—the conservation of staples for fighters and the Allies; 
fluctuations in crop due to weather and lack of marketing fa- 
cilities; local and temporary scarcity of supplies due to rail- 
Toad congestion. These negative factors are inseparable from 
food commodity, and if given too much importance in plans to 
Make the Nation’s food go round, might. discourage positive 
action on a national basis through publicity and incraesed 
Production. Therefore, the Food Administration depends upon 


an aleart local intelligence for the correction of local and . 


temporary difficulties, and this part of food organization must 
built up with the greatest care and comprehensiveness.

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A DEHYDRATION LUNCH. 


An elaborate luncheon of dehydrated food staples was 
given January 21 at the Hotel Biltmore, New York, by the 
Greenwich Garden Club, of Greenwich, Conn., service and 
cooking being donated by John McE. Bowman, who is now 
with the United States Food Administration. Sixty-five per- 
sons attended, the purpose of the luncheon being to demon- 
strate advancement in the art of dehydrating. The menu was 
as follows: 

Coquille of Shrimp 
Roast Turkey and Cranberry Sauce 
Candied Sweet Potatoes Brussels Sprouts 
Caulifiower Au Gratin Irish Potatoes, Mashed 
Pickeld Beet Salad 
Pumpkin Pie Apple Pie 
Coffee Tea 


Everything on the menu, with the exception of the turkey, 
coffee, and tea, was prepared from dehydrated materials, dried 
by one of the latest processes developed in this country, a 
process entirely mechanical, no chemicals being used and noth- 
ing being taken from the products but water, which is accom- 
plished without injury to the cell structure, so that upon im- 
mersion in water the dehydrated product is restored with full 
flavor and nutriment. It was the intention to have dehy- 
drated beefsteak on the menu, but a sufficient quantity could 
not be secured in time, although a small portion was pre- 
pared as an exhibit. This luncheon was held at the sugges- 


tion of Dr. David Fairchild, of the Department of Agricul-— 


ture, and the test which guests were asked to apply was: 
“Do these new foods look good, taste good, and contain the 
requisite food values?” The general opinion of those who par- 
took of the dishes was that they were indistinguishable from 
first quality fresh products. . 


HATS OFF TO FRANCE. 

Andre Tardieu, French high commissioner to the United 
States, speaking in New York, said that France will be able 
before July ist to manufacture enough artillery to supply 20 
American divisions, or approximately 500,000 troops, if the 
United States supplies the necessary raw material. He said 
there are in France today more American troops than strength 
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of the American army at time United States entered the war, 
which was approximately 212,000 officers and men. ‘‘We have 
in line about 15,000 guns of every calibre, and every day more 
than 300,000 shells are turned out by our factories. We 
manufacture for you several hundred guns a month. We 
have during the past three years given to our allies 1,300,000 
rifles, 15,000 automatic rifles, 10,000 machine guns, 800,- 
000,000 cartridges, 2,500 guns and 4,750 airplanes. Offices 
and soldiers mobilized January 1, 1918, not including the 
native troops from the colonies and the workmen in the fac- 
tories, amount to 4,725,000 men, of whom nearly 3,000,000 
are in the army zone. Extent of western front is 755 kilo- 
meters. Belgians hold 25, English 165, French 565. We 
hold, therefore, three-quarters of it. We have in front of us 
80 German divisions. The Germans do not entrust to any 
one of their divisions a front larger than six kilometers; ours 
often hold nine kilometers each.”
